Houston - Prices for Quarter Horses 
and bronze sculpture hit record highB as 
the 1982 Western Heritage Sale topped 
the $8 million mark May 14-16 at the 
Shamrock Hilton Hotel. 

Total sales of $8,461,000 were record¬ 
ed during the seventh annual event, the 
foremost sale and auction of art, cattle, 
and horaeB in the nation. As in past 
years fine art of the American West set 
the pace at $2,117,800, including a new 
worm record of $60,000 for a Westem- 
motif bronze sold at auction by a living 
artiBt. Event history also was made by 
the overall Quarter .Horse tally of 
$ 1 , 038 , 600 , top individual price of 
$ 160,000 for a mare, and average per 
animal of $41,048. The total for Santa 
Gertrudis cattle came to $309,800, for 
an average of $11,915 per consignment.
